models, and that at the hands of a wom- 
an, and a very young woman besides. 
Miss Haggles has chosen for her Provi- 
dence model to represent the bard of Avon 
as l:o miglit have been seen in his library 
had ono clwi.ced lliero upon an after- 
noon SCO years ago, and been a visitor 
interesting enough to engage his host's 
attention. Shakespeare, without hat or 
mantle, clad in doublet and hose, is 
seated upon n crossleggpd btool in a nat- 
ural, easy pose, that is, withal alert with 
vitality 
The right luui'l, resting upon 


his right knee, holds a roll of manuscript. 
The left hand is upon his hip, the left 
foot and leg being drawn buck in an un- 
studied position.

In day by summer ami in snow by 


winter Miss Buggies' childish bent for 
modeling nnloldod itself till tha small 
maiden's unmistakable talent won the 
attention of her parents. It is six years 
since those who were in the open secret 
trooped out to Brooklino to see and re- 
mained to admire the wonderful snow 
statue of the reclining horso made by the 
little girl of fourteen years. It was but 
a bit of play work in the yard of what 
was then tho family residence, but it 
served to emphasize the childish admira- 
tion for form and beauty and led to 
Theo's introduction to Mr. Kitson. 


Four years ago she went to Europe, 


accompanied by her mother, settling 
down in Paris for work and study, In 
the spring of 1S88, after a few months 
on the other side, Miss Buggies, then 
but seventeen years old, sent two pieces 
of sculpture to the Paris salon, and both 
wero accepted.

At 8 o'clock Iwt night a careful com- 


pilation was raiulc of the records of the 
local signal office and telegraphic reports 
from other bureaus. At that hour tho 
Cheyenne Signal Service observer said a 
rainstorm \vns approaching 
from the 


northwest. This morning it was learned 
that the Montana nml IMkota visitatioi 
had been carried cast to spend itself in 
Wisconsin, while every local condition 
presaged fair and dry weather. There 
might bo a mist, tho prophet of tho Ag 
ricultural Department ventured, but thor 
could bo no considerable precipitation 


In tho mean lime Melbourne was 


work. 
Ho was engaged in active labor 


and behaved to tho interviewer as usua 
looking wise, and only saying that h 
would miik'J the rain come. At 3 o'cloc 
this afternoon only light, Hooey cloud 
skirted tho horizon. 


In half an hour black, heavy cloud 


bogau to collect near tho laboratory, tho 
rest of tho sky being clear. At 2:43 a 
shower started, and in twenty minutes, 
when tlio rain subsided, there had been 
n fall of clcveii-hundrodths of an inch. 
Thin was generally regarded 
as acci- 


dental. Melbourne claimed it was not, 
nnd »aid there would bo more. 


G'apt. Havonscrol't, tho observer, had 


been studying his instrument* and ad- 
mitted, unwillingly, that ho was com- 
pletely mystified, mid said the shower 
was certainly in part duo to artificial 
causes. Hu predicted, and every appear- 
ance indicated, that the remainder of tho 
day would bo clear. 


At 4 :no the sovorost shower of the 


season s«nt every one in doors. There 
wni a driving ^downpour for half an 
hour. It was preceded by sharp lighten- 
ing and thunder, tho latter being a clear 
but uneven report. This fall made tho 
total A" of an iuch, nearly the half inch 
promised by the wizard. 


Tho wind wus againit Melbourne until 


the rain started. Cheyenne was a storm 
center for an area extending twenty-live 
miles in every direction. During the ex- 
periment tho wind vccred> clear around, 
almost describing a circle, 


Melbourne says thorn will bo much 


more rain. 
Ho has a hole in tho roof of 


his shop, but nothing has been seen to 
come from tho opening. 


Captain Havenscroft and tho gentle- 


man who brought Melbouiuo hero are 
woll satilflod, nnd if to-day's experiment 
is to bo a criterion, tin; man must bo 
granted mastery of ,tho elements. Fur- 
ther trial" will follow, and in case of 
success arrangements wilt be miulo for 
State service by tiio owners of larye tracts 
of laud. 


If this is true, and rain can bo pro- 


duced by human power at will, no one 
can calculate, and it is hard to imagine, 
tho bnncllt that would bo derived from it 
in the Stuto of Nevada. Why not invite 
Mr. Melbourne to visit Nevada to test 
hU apparatus here?

They claim tlmt with their sys 
IPIII tlio present expensive) method ol in 
Mi'iuion with tlio I'lcclric telegraph wil 
bo piitiruly dnnu uway with, and that the 
rink of snapping or breaking by over 
charge* of electricity will bo reduced li 
n minimum.

that was supposed to have a "Silver 
Lining," but which certainly cast no 
gleam over the audience. 


This condition, strange to say, seemed 


to be intensified when "Hope" appeared. 


At this point the presiding officer an- 


nounced an essay on "Raised Bread," by 
Miss Miranda McGillicuddy. 


The eager interest that came iuto ev- 


ery face in tho audience was quite hu- 
miliating to those who had already ap- 
peared on tho stage, and still more hu- 
miliating was tho close attention that 
was suddenly paid to every word that 
was said. 


The essay discussed the importance of 


R(*3d bread in n hygienic point of view— 
tho effect which a "flat" biscuit fre- 
quently has upon tho disposition of the 
cuter, as well as upon his stomach; the 
nutritious and nonnutritious qualities 
of various kinds of flour, and the whole 
method of procedure, from tho making 
of yciist, through tho successive stages of 
mixing, working, raising, reworking, 
molding and baking till that consum- 
mate flower of good housekeeping ap- 
peared—a light, nutritious nud delicious 
loaf of bread. 


TUB JUDGE'S UF.MARKS. 


Not one word was lost by the audience 


from 1 vanning to end. Tho ladies were 
chiefly interested, perhaps, but men lis- 
tened very attentively too. When the 
readme wns finished the essay was given 
tho heartiest applause of the evening. 


After tho programme had been finished 


and the audience was preparing to de- 
part. Judge Gildersleevo, chairman of 
the bchool committee mid the most im- 
portant citizen of tho town, rose to make 
a few remarks, and this was what he 
said: 


"Before thu audience diperses, I have 


a suggestion to make, chiefly for the 
beuulit of those who may belong to the 
graduating classes of the future, If you 
wish, in preparing n graduating essay or 
oration, to interest your audience—and 
it is needless to say th.it you do—let 
your remarks apply to a period not later 
' at least than a hundred years ago, and 
better still if they apply to a time not 
later than a hundred days iigo. And let 
them be on a subject in which you are 
interested, and in which your audience 
is interested, however homely it may ap- 
pear. 


"It is not necessary that it should be 


on the proper way to bake bread, like 
tho very interesting, practical and well 
written paper to which we have just lis- 
tened, or on the right way to make a 
bed, which would be another good sub- 
ject; but it would fur better bo on these 
subjects, if you know what you are 
writing about, than upon Time, Genius 
or Tho Ideal, even though you treat 
them thoughtfully. 


"We are tt practical people, and we 


like to be approached upon the plane of 
our everyday life. We are greatly inter- 
ested iu our schools and scholars, but we 
want to see you with your feet—both of 
them—on tlie ground, which precludes 
the possibility of your heads being among 
the clouds."—Webb Donnell in Youth's 
Companion,
